If you stay in downtown Baltimore take whichever goes west, Franklin of “ulberry. 

It puts fcou on Edminston Ave. Take it to Cook's W, where you t/un right, dust after 
you go under a bridge over Cooks lane the road widens and you take one of the tub leit- 
turn lanes. Turn left tl,ero to the second entrance on your right, which directs yfcu to 
Frederick or to 170, either or both, I've forgotten. That puts you on I 70.
